In the Register-General's recently- 
issued report of the various religious 
denominations of the British Isles and 
their place8 ; of worship, a new sect ap- 
pears for tho iirst time. The members 
■'call themselves the "Christ-adeTphi- 
, arts." .1 

London now claims, and justly, to 
possess the largest gas meter in the 
.world. Its capacity is stated to be 
the enormous quantity of 150,000 cubic 
feat "of gas per hour, and its 
measure drum delivers for each 
revolution 1,660 feet. Tho cust 
iron tank is of tho following 
dimensions, namely: nineteen feet 
8 inches square; the total height from 
floor line to the top of tho pediment 
is twenty foet and two inches; and 
when filled to the working water line 
contains 21,000 gallons of water. The 
inlet and outlet connections are of 
sonao thirty inches diameter; and it is 
stated that tho moter works satisfac- 
torily at throe-tenths of an inch pres- 
sure. 

An interesting report has recently 
been presented to tho British House 
of Commons showing tho earliost ages 
at which marriage can bo solemnized 
in each of tho states of tho continent 
of Europe. In Austria tho age of 
discretion, both for males and fe- 
males, is 14. In Hungary males cannot 
contract their marriage until thoy havo 
coniploted th&ir 14th yoar, nor females 
until thoy aro 12. In Russia 18 years 
fqr males, and 10 for females are the 
periods of life at which marriago may 
po lpgally contracted. Tho Italian 
Jaw -fixes 18 years fqr nudes and 15 for 
females. Prussia sanctions marriage 
in the caso of males on tho comple- 
tion of their 18th year and the 11th in 
the case of females. Tho law in Franco 
states tho earliest age at which mar- 
riages can bo contracted to bo 18 years 
in the caso of males and 15 in tho case 
of femaloH, but powers of dispensa- 
tion aro resorved by tho codo. Tho 
Belgian codo is tho same as tho 
French. The la»v in Denmark fixes 
tho age of 20 for tho man and 1G for 
the girl. In Greece males cannot 
marry, bofore 14 years of ago, nor fe- 
males before 12. In Hosso Darmstadt 
and Baden tho consent of parents is 
Accessary in tho caso of men until 
they have completed their 25th year; 
in that of women until they aro 21. 
Tho completion of 18 yours by males 
and 16 by females isnoeossury in tho 
Netherlands, and in Snxo-Ooburg, 
Gotha, no male is permitted to marry 
btforo ho haa attained hia 21st year. 




In Saxony the legal age for males is 
18; for females 19 years. According 
to the amondod paragraph of tho new 
German Marriage Bill, the ages would 
be respectively 20 and 16 years, in- 
stead of 18 and 14 as in the draft of 
the bill. In some of the cantons of 
Switzerland, the law as to the ages of 
the contracting parties is as high as 
20 yeara for males and 17 for females, 
and in others as low as 14 for males 
and 12 for females. 

No better illustration of the folly of 
indiscriminate relief of beggars could 
be afforded than is furnished by a caso 
heard before the Rugby magistrate 
lately. A young woman named Ellon 
Wolch was charged with begging.j|She 
receivod relief at tho house of several 
of the most respectable residents in 
Rugby, but disregarding a warning by 
the polico to cease from begging, she 
wa3 locked up. In her possession 
was found a Postoffico saving bank 
book, shaving deposits of money 
made by her at Birmingham, Walsall, 
Aston, and lastly, at Rugby, on the 
day of her arrest. She was committod 
for a mouth's hard work.

Court- 



Gold. 

The "Pall Mall Gazette" discusses 
'.he probable condition of the gold 
market. The aggregate poduce of all 
tbo mines siuce 1848 has amounted to 
£548,5-40,000. At that time the total 
stock of gold was £560,000,000. From 
ths aggregate, in order to discover the 
existing amount of gold in the world, 
we must subtract for wenr and tear 
£3,000,000, per annum, -which, for 
27 years, gives us 81,000,000. The 
existing stock of gold, tharefore, would 
somewhat exceed £1,000.000,000— one 
thousand millions sterling. There is 
i-o means of determining how much of 
this is in gold ooin.Tlie productiveness of 
the mines reached it* maximum in 
1856, when the aggregate out-turn 
was £32,000,000:-- United States, £15, • 
000,000; Australia, £14,000,000; and 
Russia, £3,000,000. Since 1856 tbo 
yield has been declining. Last year 
the estimate is £19,250,000, of which 
Australia produced £8,750,000, the 
Dnited States no more than 7,600,- 
000, and Rassia, £4,500,000. 

There has been a groat falling off in 
supply, and the amount last year was 
only half that of 1856. The "Pall 
Mall" argues that, assuming that no 
fresh mines will be discovered the 
rise of prices ccosequent on the in- 
crease! supply of gold has reached its 
maximum. The writer further argues 
tha'i if gold should become scarce the 
settlement of international obligations 
will be embarrassed, and that if the 
United States resumes spocie pay- 
ments in 1870 thero will be a great de- 
rangement of the money market,.

We believe that the Government 
have offered to the Hon. E. Blake the 
Chief Justiceship of the Supremo 
Couit, the highest judicial position in 
Canada. It carries with it pre-emi- 
nent rank, entitling its ocoupant to 
precedence over all other citizens, 
however high their position in judicial 
or official life, and haB a salary attach 
ed of eight thousand dollars a year 
Forsenic ambition in Canada can nei- 
ther aim at nor attain any greater 
height. 

Hie part which the Supreme Court 
is to take hereafter in settling the de- 
cisions of all the Courts in the Domin- 
ion and bringing them into harmony, 
and in advising upon the grave con- 
stitutional questions that from time to 
time arise, makes the selection of a 
Chief Justice who can worthily preside 
over its deliberations both important 
and difficult. Mr. Blake's position at 
the bar and in Parliament, however, 
ia such that on all hands, and even by 
his political opponents, his eminent 
fitness to discharge efficiently the du- 
ties of this high office, ia freely ac- 
knowledged. He is the choice of the 
bar of Ontario, and of those members 
of ths profession in the other Pro- 
vinces who have come in contact with 
him. His friends, those who know 
him best, have every confidence that 
he would adequately fill the office,and 
that hia great talents and great judi- 
cial skill would give that weight to the 
decisions of tho Court that should at- 
tach to judgments emanating from 
such a tribunal. 

Wo do not know whether Mr. Blake 
haB intimated his intention to accept 
or decline this oiler. It will not be 
forgotten that some years ago he was 
offered the Chancellorship of Ontario 
— tho place which his father had filled 
so well, and which was known to have 
been — not unnaturally — an object of 
ambition to himself. Mr. Blake's con- 
duct on that occasion, when he denied 
himself tho honorablo position thus 
offered to him, iu ordor to fight tho 
battle of the poopls in public life — ou 
the hustings and in Parliament — and 
the self-denying mauner in which he 
has borne himnolf throughout tho groat 
political coiillicts which have since in- 
tervened, are the boat guarantee that 
his decision, now thut thia great prize 
is offered for his acceptance, will ba 
founded alone ou what niay bo his 
view of his duty. 

We hrtvo been endeavoring to mako 
our pen write that wo will cheorfully 
accept hia decision whatever that may 
bo. But it is difficult to say that", 
knowing how high the prize in that id 
within hia roach, how well ho is enti- 
tled to it, and that he can accept it 
alike with honor to himself and bene- 
fit to the country. Wo venture rather 
to express th* hope that he may ouco 
more decline the distinction and ho- 
nor of presiding over a Court, oven 
though it be the Supreme Court of 
Canada, iu order that he may contin- 
ue to sustaiL" with his abilities thts Li- 
beml cause. Undoubtedly useful us 
he would bt.- ai tiie head of the Su- 
pi'eni ' Court, we uncertain the buiief 
that he would be nioie usotul in his 
place in Parliament The country 
has need of him, and has work for him 
to do, more important to its future 
well-being than any he could do on 
tho Bench. We are sure that if ho 
can sue his line of duty is so marked 
out aa to keep him in the political 
field, whore he has fought such splen- 
did battles, and achieved suoh grand 
triumphs for the Liberal causo, aud 
with it the country's welfare, ho will 
earn in the future what he has had a'> 
cordod to him in the past — the confi- 
dence, sympathy and gratitude of tho 
people

Court of Assize. 

[Jleforo Ilia Honor Judgo Gray.)

Thursday, May 30. 
Regina vs. Ah Sow. — This tvas an in- 
dictment for perjury. The prisoner, who 
pleaded not guilty, was defended by Mr. 
l)rake and proaoontod by Mr. MoCroight, 
Mr. MoBlman, and Mr, A. E. B. Davie. 
At tho opomng of the Court, Mr. Brake 
oomplained of a letter headed "Tardy 
Justice" which appeared in Tub Colo- 
mist newspaper of tho 16th inst., and 
which pronounced the prisoner guilty. 
Mr. Drake handed in an affidavit fligned 
by Mr. Sheriff Woods in support of his 
complaint. 

Mr. Justice Gray, after declaring that 
the letter certainly prejudgod tho caBe, 
aaid that if Mr. Drake would make a mo- 
tion to the effect he would cito Mr. Hig- 
gini to show cause why ho should not 
•tata to the Court tho nanao of the au- 
thor of the aforesaid lotter, or himsolf 
tako tho consequences of its publication. 
At 3 o'clock Mr. Higgins, unsupported 
■ by oormsel, made his appearance in an- 
«wer to the summons, and submitted 
himself to tho pleasure of the Court. 

His Honor Judge Gray said that tho 
letter in question was calculated to pre- 
judice the case then being tried. He 
read the lotter and commented upon it, 
stating thr.t several portions of it wero 
untruo and pointing out in particular 
one passage which ran as follows: "Not 
that I had the least doubt myself as to 
the man's guilt, and after hearing the 
medical evidenco in tho caso, I caunot. 
imagine how auy of my fellow jurors 
could come to any other conclusion." 
Those sentences in particular, his honor 
-■Mid, were calculated to prejudice the 
jury and cause them to look upon the 
thre« prisoners as persona who were un- 
justly confined. He did not think for a 
moment that it had done so with thojury 
before him; but it was nevertheless like- 
ly to have such an effect, and common 
■•nso mast show anyone that nothing 
likely to influenco tho course of justice 
could be allowed. He was aware that 
editors wore liable to insert articles oc- 
casionally when brought to them by re- 
sponsible persons without exercising due 
discretion, but at tho same time without 
the slightest intention of doing harm; 
but aftor baring circulated the reports 
they must, of course, be held responsible 
for them unless they gave up the name 
of the author, and ho had sent for Mr. 
Higgins in order that he might do so. 

Mr. Higgins said he was sorry for the 
insertion of part of the letter, one passage 
of which, as it bora on this case, should 
nadoubtedly have been struck out; and 
in faot he could only aooount for the pub- 
lication of that passage from the faot that 
M'raral important changes had lately ta- 
ken place in hia office, and that it had 
been inadrertently inserted ia the con- 
fusion consequent upon those changes. 
The oard whwh should have accompan- 
ied the letter bed unfortunately been 
mislaid, if it had over been sent. Ho had 
found the letter open on his file and sup- 
posing that it had already been rend and 
•ramined placed it in tho hands of the 
printer. He oould not say that he had 
ever seen the oard of tho author. It was, 
therefore, out of his power to giro the 
name, but he would ploao the letter it- 
self befora His Honor, remarking in con- 
clusion that it had always been his aim 
and deiire to aroid expressing au opin- 
ion upon a pending ease. 

The letter having been duly laid bo- 
fore the Court, His Honor said that tho 
apology of the editor was amplo; and in 
giTing up the letter Mr. Higgins had 
done all in his power to fasten tho au- 
thorship. 

Mr. Hrako expressed himsolf satisfied 
with the explanation, and tho lotter was 
then ordered to be tiled and the caso pro- 
ceeded. It was not concluded when the 
Court rose aud adjourned till Friday 
morning. 

Excmxo Scene in a. Chtjboh— \. Mcs- 
cbtlar IflNISTKB. — For a year or two past 
matters have not been very harmonious 
in tho Baptist (stone) Church Hojioty of 
Malta, Saratoga county, and some weeks 
aiuce the pastor, Rev. Mr. Humpstone, 
tendered his resignation. Ijast Sunday 
Eov.

The building, familiary known as tho 
"old stone house" aud "the ^office", has 
no it been converted in to "tno city hall."

It 
is built of Btone, the walls being two feet 
thick. Tho building has boon complete- 
ly renovated by the present owners, the 
Vancouver Coal Company. The room 
has beeu very tastefully aud conveniently 
fitted up for the' purposos of tho corpora- 
tion. When lighted up with the chaudo- 
lier, the council asBomblod around the 
half-cirole table, and the Mayor seatod 
on the dais, it presents a very nioo ap- 
pearance. 

On Monday evening last Mayor Bate, 
on behalf of the Vaacouvor Coal Co., 
presented tho city with a largo and hand- 
some map of the City of Nanaimo, in- 
cluding Newcastle townsite. The map Is 
8 feet in length by 3 feet in width, and 
was drawn from the official maps by T, 
Weatgarth, C. E. The map will be framod 
and hung up in the City Hall, whore it 
can be seen by tho publio, A vote of 
thankB was tendered to tho oompany by 
the Council.

Meissoneir'a famous "Charge of tho 
Cuirassiers." This story, which pro- 
bably is not true in every respoct, is 
told as follows:— "To paint cuirass- 
iers,' said Meissonier, 'I must needs 
see them.' He accordingly took a 
dozen of this corps to his country 
house, where they were roquired to 
charge down the park ovory morning, 
but tho evolution did not last long, 
and before tho artist had sketched 
an outline of the group, the gallant 
fellows were out of sight. 'You must 
follow them by train,' said a friend. 
No sooner said than dono. Aa en- 
gineer was summoned, rails wore laid 
down, rolling purchased, and for 
several weeks Meissonier accompanied 
the charge of his models by trains. But 
it was summer, and historical accu;- 
acy roquired that the cuirassiers 
should dash over snowy ground. Thou- 
sands of bushels of flour were then 
laid down in the park, and tho Cuiras- 
siers, as they charged, became enve- 
loped in clouds of farina. The illu- 
sion was complete, tho studies admir- 
able, and the finished picture sold for 
millions."
